Britons Keecned by Force. 


L a G u a i r a , Dec. 
i i . — Three 
Englishmen, 
Fieldwick, 
Prince 
and Lepage, who had barricaded 
themselv es in their houses, hav e 
been rescued by the forces of the 
allied powers and hav e been taken 
on board the Retribution, 
The Englishmen’s houses were 
surrounded by Venezuelan police­ 
men, but when a party of 320 
sailors was landed at 3 o’clock y es­ 
terday 
in 
the 
afternoon 
and 
marched to their release, the po­ 
licemen made no resistance and the 
inmates were conducted to the 
Retribution without trouble. 
The 
British and German warships, how­ 
ev er, in the meantime, had cleared 
for action.

ii._ T h e 
state department has been adv isee 
that a “ peaceful blockade” ex ists 
at La Guaira, which is the port o 
Caracas, the capital of Venezuela. 
The difference between this state 
and a state of war is not v ery 
strongly marked, ex cept in the op 
portunity afforded by the peacefu 
blockade to 
effect a settlement 
without recourse to actual blood 
shed. The situation is here regarded 
as critical. 
Minister Bowen, at Caracas, has 
accepted the trust placed upon 
him to look after the interests o 
the British and German citizens in 
Venezuela and this has brought 
him into a conflict with President 
Castro. 
He has informed the state de- 
partnsent that a number of these 
citizens were arrested in Caracas. 
Mr. Bowen at once addressed him­ 
self to President Castro to secure 
their release. 
He represented that 
he had been charged with the care 
of the British and German subjects 
in Venezuela, but President Castro 
was unwilling at first to recognize 
his authority . 
Finally the minis­ 
ter conv inced him that he was act­ 
ing within his rights, and President 
Castro consented with reluctance 
to release the principal prisoners. 
The United States nav y has at 
present no representativ e in La 
Guaira. 
The little gunboat Ma­ 
rietta is at Caracao, a few hours’ 
distant, in readiness to respond to 
any call.

W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 1 1 .— It be­ 
came known y esterday that the 
bill for the incorporation of a 
general educational board which 
recently passed the house of rep­ 
resentativ es is intended to pav e the 
way for the establishment of an 
educational center of ex tensiv e pro­ 
portions in this city . 
The 
measure 
was 
at 
the 
instance 
D. Rockefeller and 
sons of wealth, who, 
v elops, 
intend 
to 
und to aid ex isting schools and 
colleges, without any restrictions 
as to the age, sex or color of attend­ 
ants. 
The measure also is without 
imitations as to the section of 
country in which the schools shall 
3e located, but it 
known that 
it is the especial desire of the 
promoters of the undertaking to 
improv e educational facilities of 
the south, including those for the 
improv ement of colored y outh. 
There is no intention of building 
up a new educational institution at 
any place. 
The headquarters and offices of 
the corporation will be located in 
Washington. 
No definite figures can be giv en 
by any one here as to the amount to 
be inv ested, but those who know 
any thing of the plans believ e the 
v olume of money will be sufficient 
to meet all real needs of deserv ing 
institutions in the southern states. 
Mr. Rockefeller has not promised 
any specific amount, but he has let 
it be known that he will giv e lib­ 
erally . The names of other wealthy 
men who will join him in the en­ 
terprise hav e not been made public. 
The incorporators named in the 
act are the following well known 
educators: 
Daniel 
C. Gilman, 
George Foster Peabody , Morris K. 
J esup, Robert C. Odgen, Wm. H. 
Baldwin, jr., J abez L. McCurry , 
Frederick T. Gates, Walter H. 
Page and Albert Shaw. 
The understanding here is that 
the institution will be put into 
shape for business soon after the 
bill receiv es the president’s signa­ 
ture.

S c r a n t o n , Pa., Dec. 11.— Tae 
most interesting, if not important, 
testimony brought 
out at yester­ 
day’ 
s sessions of the coal strike 
commission was to the effect that 
an alleged attempt was made by a 
former mine foreman to bribe the 
presidents of the local unions o f 
the miners to have ten men in each 
local use their influence to have a 
resolution passed sending the men 
back to work, thus making a seri 
ous break in the solid ranks of the 
strikers. 
Each of the presidents 
was to receive $2,500 and a good 
position as mine foreman, and each 
of the ten was to get from $100 to 
$200. 
The name of no company 
was mentioned in connection with 
the bribery scheme, but none of the 
lawyers 
would cross-examine the 
witness. 
John Early, a checkweighman

He Passed Away at 9 :10 o’clock 
Nig ht of Dec. 4. 


WAS BURIED ON SUNDAY. 


Funeral Was üoder Masonic 
pices—A Hplendid- Citizen 
flas Been Called«

One by one tbe pioneers of the 
city are passing from life’s busy 
scenes to the Great Bey ond, the 
Master’s last call taking one of the 
Prairie Q^ueen’s most beloved citi­ 
zens and Christian g entlemen, Dr.

He continued to g row worse, but 
not until Monday did his family 
become really alarmed. 
Dr. W. H . Evans was then called 
and did not attempt to disg uise the 
fact that his brother was critically 
ill, and on the phy sician’s state­ 
ment the 
D e m o c r a t made an­ 
nouncement Wednesday to that 
effect. 
Thursday , however, there was a 
marked improvement in the doc­ 
tor’s condition, as the 
D e m o c r a t 
learned from a member of the 
family , and it was so stated in 
these columns that afternoon, hence 
the surprise on the part of the pub­

capitalized at about $400,000,000, 


are being arranged here. 
It is the purpose of the coal- 
t^fTjing roads to absorb all the 
independent coal mines and remove 


them from the field of competition 
forever. 
This will give the coal roads, of 
, which J. Pierpont Morgan is the 


head, an absolute monopoly of an­ 
thracite production. 
It is estimated that the cost of 
purchasing the independent 
col­ 
lieries 
Will 
be 
something in the 
neighborhood of $150,000,000. 
It 
would also eliminate the independ­ 
ent operators in the peace-making, 
now in progress between the coal 
\ miners and the operators. 
A featuie which would be a por­ 
tion of the plan would be a saving 
by dispensing with 
the 
middle­ 
men. 
W ith the entire anthracite 
field in the hands of the big com­ 
panies they, acting for mutual in­ 
terest, could save 
by

000,000 a year, it being estimated 
that the services of these people 
cost the companies close to 50 cents 
a ton, and there are more than 50,- 
000,000 tons mined annually.

Pettis county, died of old age at 6 
o ’clock Tuesday mor ning at his 
home,No. 104 West Cooper str eet.

of his death. 
He was in his ear ly 
days the slave of the wife of Judge

H e r emained with his mistr ess 
until he was fr eed, and, after be 
coming a fr eeman, managed her 
estate until she went to live with 
her sister , Mr s.

Aunt Tem pe,” 
was 
br ought with him fr om Tennessee. 
She was a native of Guinea, A fr i­ 
ca, it is believed, fr om the fact that 
she could talk sever al of the Guinea 
dialects.

the home of N . N . Par ber r y in this 
city 
in 
1861,

She was noted for her r e­ 
mar kable intelligence and fidelity 
to her employer s.

HE DIED IN GUAYAQUIL. 


Was Co n su l Gen eral, Bat Best Kn o wn 
to th e American Pu b lic As 
An Artist. 


G u a y a q j u il, Ecuador , Dec. 8.— 
Consul Gener al Thomas Nast died 
Sunday at noon, after thr ee days’ 
illness fr om yellow fever . 
He was inter r ed at 5 
o’clock 
last after noon. 
The funer al was 
attended by the gover nor , the con­ 
sulate cor ps, the Amer ican colony 
and by many fr iends. 
The coffin was wr apped in the 
Star s and Str ipes. 
The Br itish 
coniul r ecited a pr ayer in the ceme­ 
ter y. 
The death of Mr . Nast is 
deeply lamented by the natives, 
who held him in high esteem. 


NAST’ s FAREW ELL. 
N e w Y o r k, Dec. 8 .— Thomas 
Nast was appointed consul gener al 


at 
Quayaquil this year , leaving 
N e w Y o r k for his post July i. He 
was bor n in Landau, Bavar ia, Sep­ 
tember 27, 1840, and came with 
his par ents lo the United States 
six year s later . 
A s a car icatur ist 
and car toonist he became famous. 
Pr ophetic 
as in the old days, 
when hia pencil her alded the down­ 
fall ot 
“ 
Boss” 
Tw eed and 
his 
henchmen, was the car toon of him­ 
self that Thomas Nast executed on 
May 17, 
shor tly 
befor e his de­ 
par tur e for Ecuador to assume the 
duties of the post to which he had 
just been appointed. 
Mr . Nast pictur ed himself as ar ­ 
r iving on the r ed-hot line of the 
equator , 
gr eeted by 
the yellow 
jack. 
The scour ge of the tr opics 
assumed the for m of a skeleton 
jack-in-the-box, and on 
the box 
was wr itten “ 
Yellow jack 
will 
deadhead you.” 
A n alligator , a 
boa 
constr ictor and a volcanic 
er uption 
welcomed 
him in 
the 
backgr ound. 
“ 
Goodbye, I ’m off,” 
wer e the 
wor ds the car toonist had wr itten 
on a letter head of the Player s’ club. 
Mr . Nast sailed fr om N ew Y o r k 
on July I, and as he leaned over 
the r ail of the Or izaba he cr ied to 
the fr iends who wer e seeing him 
off:

The United States, which I 
r epr esent, loves peace; so do 1«

would not be much sur pr ised if we 


had plenty of peace after my ar ­ 
r ival in Guayaquil.”
